Egg  production  in  the  United  States  in  195^  was  5,004  million  dozen,  a record 
high  production,  about  6 percent  more  than  in  1949,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  announced  today.  This  increase  was  due  to  a 5 percent  increase  in  the 
average  number  of  layers  on  hand  during  the  year  and  a 1 percent  increase  in  the 
rate  'of  egg  production  per  layer.  Egg  production  reached  record  high  levels  in 
all  areas  of  the  country  except  the  South  Central  States,  Increases  above  1949  were 
11  percent  in  the  Forth  Atlantic,  8 percent  in  the  West  Forth  Central  and  the  West, 

4 percent  in  the 'East  Forth  Central,  2 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  1 percent 
in  the  South  Central  States,
